Proper preparation ahead of 
the plow can be important. A 

good disking, or the use of a 

stalk citter, or sometimes 

both, work the stalks down 
to where they will turn under 
nicely. 

Many farmers, however, claim 
they can do a better job of plow- 
ing if they don’t touch the stalks 
ahead of the plow. This method is 
approved by some agricultural en- 
gineers. Do it either way you like, 
but plow clean. 

When the prairie sod of the corn 
belt was first broken, the jointer 
was an attachment on most plows. 
Then it was more or less discard- 
ed. With clean plowing so impor- 
tant in corn borer control, the 
jointer, or an improvement on it, 
is due for a come-back.
